When will we allow time to unplug from our various methods of electronic 
distraction and plug into those soul talks that create memories and family 
legacies? We all have those distractions: the cell phone that is never turned off, 
the hand-held video game, our work email at home; we spend time 
broadcasting to our acquaintances our political views via forwards, posting 
the day's happenings, and tweeting our most important thoughts. This 
communication has its place, but have we made a place for our one-on-one 
faith stories? These kinds of stories that are accompanied by milk and cookies 
and have the potential to make an impact will outlast any cell phone plan. As 
a Mom, I wonder how we did passing on our faith to the next generation. 

Recently, my daughter recalled her memories of our car talks after we 
attended weekend Mass. We didn't have portable DVD's or cell phones, so we 
spent a few minutes talking about the homily and Scripture readings on the 
way home. Everyone had a chance to offer what he/she heard and how that 
insight could help us that week. We were faith learning between two 
generations. 

One opportunity our parish offers is Gatherings of Grace, a faith formation 
program for all ages. A core team plans and implements this program. Each 
core team member makes a two year commitment and meets an additional 
time each month to plan for future gatherings. We believe this program has a 
great deal to offer our parish community. 

Next weekend, the core team will attend a workshop presented by Joan 
Weber. Joan is the coordinator of Young Adult Ministry services, a project 
coordinator for Young Neighbors in Action, and a project coordinator for 
Parish Training in Lifelong Faith Formation at the Center for Ministry 
Development. She holds a Master's degree in Pastoral Ministry from 
Creighton University. She has co-authored several publications and has 
worked in diocesan young adult ministry. 

Joan will speak after the 5:00pm and 9:00am weekend Masses to explain 
why intergenerational faith formation programs work to "pass on the faith." 

We invite you to participate in one of our Gatherings of Grace sessions 
when they begin again this fall. All of us have faith stories to share, and we 
can learn from each other!
